Strong comments were made at yesterday's 

meeti Fál the Rathmines Urban District 

(Mrs. Mary Kettle, .8-A4., in the 
chair) on the action of the al Govern- 
ment Department in refusing tó sanction 
the lowest tender for the asphalting of Ratb- 

r road as accepted by the Council. 

Mr. John Healy pro ~—*' That, in 
view of the decision of the Local Govern- 
ment nt as conve in the letters 
of 7th and 15th August, declining to sanc- 
tion Messrs. Grainger’s tender for mastic 
asphalt, the Public Health Committee re- 
commends the Council to invite new tenders 
for laying Rathgar road in sheet as halt.” 

Speaking to this resolution, Mr. 1 ealy said 
that the tender of Messrs. Grainger was 
214 per cent. lower than the next lowest 
tender. The Public Health Committee, had 
recommended to the Council that this tender 
be accepted, but in the interval of four or 
five days between the meeting of the Com- 
mittee and the Council meeting, information 
had apparently been obtained concerning 
this recommendation, and a certain amount 
of intrigue took place. Notwithstanding 
that, the Council accepted the tender of 
Messrs. Grainger. The Local Government 
Department wrote ' immediately asking for 
particulars of the tenders. It would: be 
observed, Mr. Healy pointed out, that in: 
the conditions originally laid down by the 
Local Government Department no question 
was raised as to the submission of tenders 
to the Department. ‘This Council had fol- 
lowed the practice that had been followed 
previously, and after complying with the 
conditions set out by the epartment, it 
had accepted the lowest tender and pro- 
ceeded to have the work carried out. 

They had been ready to commence the 
work in June last, ne i nothing had been 
done to the road since. To-day the road 
was a discredit to the Council, and a danger 
to the users of it, The discredit. lay not 
with the Council, so much as with the Local 
Government Department, which had stopped 
the acceptance of a reasonable and good ten- 
der. he difference tween Messrs. 
Grainger’s tender and the next lowest ten- 
der was £1,500. 

UNNECESSARY INTERFERENCE. 

Mr. Healy said that he wanted to lay 
particular stress upon the unusual and un- 
necessary interference of the Local Govern- 
ment Department in the settlement of such 
contracts. Having complied with the re- 
quest of the Local Government Department, 
the Council received a further letter from 
the Minister asking for documentary evi- 
dence of the financial standing of Messrs. 
Grainger, and of their ability to carry out 
the work according to the conditions of the 
contract. 

The Council’s Surveyor had then gone to 
Belfast and received every evidence of the 
financial stability and general capabilities of 
the firm. He mentioned that Meesrs. 
Grainger had recently been employed by a 
public authority to carry out the sheet 
asphalting of portions of the road in the 
Phoenix Fark for the Irish International 
Grand Prix motor races. In view of this, 
it was simply childish for the Department 
to suggest declining to sanction the lowest 
tender, 

GRANT OF £2,962. 

Mr. Seacombe Mason, Clerk to the Council, 
stated that the Department were making a 
grant to the Council of £2,962 for the carry- 
ing out of this work. 

Mr. T. Reilly suggested that the work 
could be done by direct labour and by con- 
crete. 

Mrs. Johnson, seconding the amendment, 
referred to the Local Government Depart- 
ment as being at the whim of individuals. 

Mrs, Kettle said that she took a very 
serious view of the Local Government De- 
partment’s repudiation of their acceptance of 
the lowest tender. That tender was from a 
firm of very high standing, and financially 
sound. It was under a contract that safe- 
guarded the Council from every point of 
view. They had to do the work under 
penaity, and the Surveyor was perfectly satis- 
fied with the firm and the terms of the con- 
tract. 

“We, as Councillors,’’ Mrs. Kettle said, 
are here as trustees of the ratepayers, and 
it is our duty and responsibility to get the 
best possible value for their money, and to 
see that it is properly expended. We would 
consider that, with these guarantees, it would 
be very improper on our pert not to accept 
that tender. However, as we are getting a 
Government grant, we cannot accept that 
tender without the sanction of the Minister. 
Now we do not consider that the Minister’s 
reason for refusing to sanction the acceptance 
of the lowest tender is a sufficient one, and 
we are very dissatisfied with the decision of

Mr. Reilly inquired further if there was any 
reply from the military authorities in refer- 
ence to the acquisition by the Council of the 
married quarters at.Portobello Barracks for 
houstng purposes. 

Mr, Bhan replied that the matter had not 
yet been brought before the notice of the 
military authorities, 

Mr. Reilly said that he understood that 
these quarters were at present vacant, and 
it would be a very good thing if the Council 
acquired and converted them.

Mrs. Kettle stated that the Council were 
only too willing to do what they could, and 
denied that the officials were withholding 
information from the Committees or Council. 
The whole question resolves itself into one 
of finance, without whichsthey could make no 
move. It was not possible to go into the 
Milltown development scheme at present 
owing to lack of financial resources. She 
thought that the Council had done very well 
indeed with regard to housing, in view of 
the cost of building. Before going on with 
another scheme they should complete that on 
which they were engaged at Kimmage. 

Mr. Mason said that this matter had been 
discussed at committee meetings, when it was 
realised that the main difficulty was to obtain 
the funds with which to carry but commend 
able schemes, An appeal had been made to 
the National Bank, the treasurers of the 
Council, but the directors had pointed out 
that they were not in a position to make any 
large loans, as they had already advanced 
£25 000 for that purpose. 

The Council had a considerable acreage of 
land at Kimmage, portion of which had been 
sold to the lish Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land 
Trust for the building of fifty houses. In 
recent years the Council had expended a sum 
of £120,000 on housing, and, in his opinion, 
that was not a bad record. ; 

The 1929 Act, he said, was a very compre- 
hensive measure, and would need careful con- 
sideration before the Coun@il could adopt its 
provisions. The housing account at present 
was about £8,000 on the wrong side, but 
there were assets that nearly counterbalanced 
that deficit. |

Purses; weighted with imis and. bits = 
iron, flung awa pickpockets, are amongs 
the mb finds of Mr. Dunn, the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board diver, who 
operates in the Liffey. Amongst other. things 
he has fished up are motor cars, revolvers. 
and cases of ham! Not infrequently he has 
to plough through the slimy mud in the river 

in search of various objects. 

An Irish Times representative who set out 
to interview Mr, Dunn discovered him at 
work opposite the Custom House, a large 
crowd watching operations. Legions of street 
urchins were sitting in a row on the edge of 
the stone wharf, their dangling bare legs 
forming an ever-moving frieze along the top 
of the wall. Longshoremen and quayside 
loungers formed the bulk of the spectators, 
perched on barrels of stout awaiting ship- 
ment, and intently watching a stream of 
bubbles which rose steadily to the surface of 
the oily black water. 

In a heavy old wooden boat were three of 
the diver’s assistants, one of them paying 
out the life-line and air-pipe while the otler 
two took turns at the pump. This pump Is 
worked by a wheel and handle, strongly re- 
sembling that of the domestic mangle. 5Specu- 
lation as to the reason for the diver’s descent 
was rife amongst the spectators. ‘‘Is it fish 
he’s after, or maybe a purse of money’ 
queried an unshaven cattle drover, pausing 
on his way along the quays. “He's coming 
out, he’s coming out,’ shouted the boys, 
exciteddy. 

BACK TO THE BOAT. 

' The ladder against the side of the hoat 
became premonitorily agitated, the air-pipe 
and hose were hauled in and coiled -down 
faster and faster, and the big set 
lar helmet emerged. Willing ands 
helped the diver into the boat, where 
he sat looking curiously helpless while 
the circular window in the front of the 
helmet was unscrewed. For a while the 
diver sat in the stern of the boat, apparently 
exhausted, and reminding one of some 
mechanical man of the future. Then the 
helmet was removed, revealing a red woollen 
cap, of a shape familiar to all readers of 
pirate fiction. The rubber suit was doffed 
next, followed by thick woollen jerseys, 
trousers and long stockings. The diver then 
lit a cigarette, and climbed up on to the 
quay, where our representative interviewed 
him. 

Mr. Dunn was extremely modest and 
reticent, and seemed surprised that anyone 
should consider his profession re" mho He 
declared fervently that he preferred the 
n.urky. depths of the river to the dangerous 
heights where steeplejacks ply their trade. 
He had been examining the condition of the 
river walls, entirely by touch, for even the 
most powerful electric light is useless in the 
readdy Liffey waters. He described chee-- 
fully how the crabs and crayfish in the holes 
and crannies of the stone work nibbled at 
his groping finger tips. ‘‘ They don’t bite; 
they just nibble gently,’’ he said. 

A diver must be in extremely fit condition, 
ani avoid any form of diet which would 
make for a high blood pressure. Mr. Dunn 
only smokes ten cigarettes a day. “I have 
been diving almost daily for fourteen years, 
and have never felt any ill effects,’ he added. 
Persons unsuited for diving bleed from the 
ears and mouth, and soon relinquish their 
attempts. 


A BARBED WIRE ENTANGLEMENT. 

Although Mr. Dunn did not seem to see 
it in that light, a diver requires nerves of 
iron, as the following story, which he re- 
counted, will show. He was called out to 
Crumlin to recover the body of a boy who 
had been drowned in a quarry there. No 
sooner had he reached the bottom than he 
found himself entangled in a nightmarish 
maze of rusty barbed wire, palings and weed. 
“It took me two hours to get out of it,” 
he added, in a matter-of-fact way. 

When under water divers invariably carry 
a large sheath knife, with an edge like a 
razor, for cutting their way through entangle- 
ments. By shutting off the valve in the 
helmet through which the used air escapes 
they are able to inflate their suit and float 
up to the surface, 

A method of signalling by different jerks 
on the life-line is another safety device. When 
a diver becomes entangled, he remains quite 
still until he has collected himself, before he 
slowly attempts disentanglement. The great 
danger in cases like this is panic. 

Mr. Dunn went on to tell of retrieving a 
motor van which was flung into the river Lv 
strikers some years ago. During the troubled 
times he frequently came across firearms, on 
one occasion bringing up a revolver which he 
then found to be both loaded and cocked. 
‘If I had known that, it would have stayed 
where it was,” he said. The empty purses 
thrown into the river: by pickpockets, who 
want to be rid of incriminating evidence, are 
of very frequent occurrence; but there is 
never any money left in them. 

Examining the bottoms of damaged ships 


and retrieving cargo which has fallen in are 


all part of his daily work, as are repairing 
propellers and lock gates. Thus Mr. Dunn 
spends his days in the black depths of the 
Liffey, groping about in the river bed he has 
come to know like the palm of his hand, 
in boots each weighted with 181b. of lead, and 
several stone more of it slung round his neck.

OME lay six thousand miles. away, 

and it was necessary for me to go 
there—a simple matter when one has time 
and money. I had plenty of time, but 
only half enough money, and there was 
no prospect of © raising any more. 
Naturally, I toyed with the idea of earning 
deportation by committing some crime, 
but remembered that I had been over five 
years in British Columbia and had 
Canadian domicile. If I did something 
naughty, I would not get sent to Ireland, 
but only to jail. Rejecting the plan of 
becoming an uridesirable alien, 1 went to 
the other extreme and sought employment 
as a policeman, temporary, acting, and un- 
paid. mh 

From time to time parties oí Chinamen 
travel across Canada to and from the 
West Indies, and the law reguires that 
they travel in bond, with white guards, 
Occasionally it happens that a wayfaring 
Celestial, succurrbing to the attractions 
of Canada, seeks to drop off the train 
and stay behind. Canada has more than 
enough Chinamen already, has no desire 
whatever for any more, and therefore fines 
the transportation companies a thousand 
dollars for every Chow-Pung or Kong 
mislaid en route. All this explains why 
the Canadian National Railway . were 
persuaded to give me a free pass to 
Montreal, in return for my keeping a 
lynx-like eye on a bonded Chinese party. 


A COLONIST CAR. 


Having reported for duty at the 
Canadian National Railway terminus, on 
a sultry August evening, I accompanied 
the railway police to the docks, shepherded 
the Chinese into a motor ‘bus and duly 
installed them in a ‘Colonist Car’’ on 
the trans-continental train, which was to 
be our home for the next five days. These 
cars have a little kitchen at one end, and 
the kitchen-range was seldom idle during 
the whole run. When the Chinese had 
nothing to do—which was most of the 
time—they made tea. When they tired 
of tea they made soup, and in the interval 
prepared solid nutriment—rice, stews 
and queer red and white sausages wrapped 
in oiled paper, looking like bits of sugar- 
stick, and smelling like an Italian slum. 

The guards comprised a regular police- 
man and two civilians, my companion 
being the American Vice-Consul in 
Vancouver. He and I tossed coins for 
the morning watch. He Jost. and when I 
awoke the tangled woods of the lower 
Frazer Valley were far behind, and the 
train had already reached the more open 
country “on the way to Kamloops. 


NAPOLEON’S PIPE. 


On the previous evening a fat little 
Chinaman, hereinafter referred to as 
“ Napoleon,” had tried so hard to 
fraternise with us that we got suspicious 
and repressed him. Thereupon he went 
back to his bunk and solaced himself with 
draughts of a reddish fluid, nature un- 
known. Next morning he slept late and 
wore a wet bandage most of the day, from 
which I deduce, my dear Watson, that 
the ruby liquid not only packed a wallop, 
but carried a  hang-over. Presently 
Napoleon ‘awoke, made a nome in

“Yes,” I’agreed. “ What will they be 
like by the time we reach Ontario?”’ 

“Gosh! They’fl dash round ae 
heads the whole time, and miscount, an 
get all het up, and go tearing up and 
down the car looking under beds and 
turning out our pockets.”’ 

“No doubt, and when hit 
Montreal ?”’ 

‘““We'll leave a trail of nervous wrecks, 
who used to be hard-boiled harness-bulls, 
and—say! This is getting me, ‘too. 
There should be twenty-four Chinks, and 
I only see twenty-two.”’ 


HAIL AND FAREWELL: 


We found them in the kitchen, boiling 
soup.. At Saskatoon we dropped our 
constable, much to his relief, and took 
on another civilian guard, who stayed 
with us to Montreal. 

Everybody was cheered by the prospect 
of our journey’s end, and we fraternised 
freely with our charges. On the last night 
we even had a concert, the main items 
being a sort of violin solo by “Lefty 
Louie” and a duet by the ‘“ John 
Brothers.’’ The duet lasted quite three- 
quarters of an hour, and seemed to deal 
with animal, husbandry. Anyhow it 
concluded with a resounding '“ Yo-ho, 
young sow!”’ 

In old-world Montreal, so different from 
new and raw Vancouver, we left our party 
at the Canadian National Railway 
Immigration shed, and actually felt 
regret. They seemed sorry to leave us, 
insisted on presenting us with fruit and

cigarettes, and, although none of us had 
been enamoured of Chinese in general, we 
cordially wished them ‘“ Good-bye and 
good luck.’’ 


SCHNEIDER TROPHY. 


BRITISH MACHINE’S 
NARROW ESCAPE,

APPEAL TO SHIPOWNERS. 

The Air Ministry announces that serious 
interference and danger is being caused to 
British and Italian pilots who are making 
their final practice. flights. before the 
Schneider contest on Saturday by the 
action of the owners of yachts, speed- 
boats, rowing boats and other vessels, who, 
despite previous requests, persist in cruis- 
ing in the “take-off” and landing areas 
in Southampton Water and the Solent.

THE DRY BELT. 


At first we addressed them in- 
discriminately as ' John,” but ere long 
certain of them acquired prominence, 
notably “ Mah-Jong,’’ “ Chu-chin-chow,’’ 
““Gne Lung,’’ and “ Lefty Louie.’’ Some 
of these spoke a little English, and 
Napoleon could manage some Spanish, 
which he employed to pester the Vice- 
Consul, the only one oí us. who under- 
stood Castilian.

the incompetent scribbler who tried to 
describe it. | 


ACROSS ALBERTA. 


_ We passed through the rolling plains of 
Alberta, dotted with poplar groves and 
willows, and at Edmonton changed 
constables.

The walk lost some 
of its zest in consequence; for it is an 
unforgettable experience to lie in the 
purple heather on the Sugar Loaf slopes, 
gazing idly at the wonderful panorama ol 
land and sea which gladdens the eye, and 
listening tc the peaceful message of the 
bells stealing over hill and dale. 
The wooden” handstock of the tenor bell 
has given way after almost fiftv years of 
faithful service, and is to be replaced by 
a more modern handstock, which Canon 
Scott says ‘‘is expected to last for «ver.”’ 
The other bells are being overhauied, and, 
consequently, the Bray bellringers, who 
last year proudly held the champion bell- 
ringers’ shivld, are missing their strenuous 
but delightful exercise. 


Christ Church. 


When Bray began to develop in the 
middle of the last century, the éxisting 
Parish Church, now called St. Paul's 
Church, was insufficient for the require- 
ments of the congregation. The rector, 
Archdeacon Whatley, secured a site for a 
new church, and, ably supported by the 
eleventh Earl of Meath and "is wile, he 
obtained sufficient funds for the construc- 
tion of Christ Church, which was 
consecrated on St. James’s Day, 1863, 
shortly after the institution oí the late 
Archdeacon Scott as rector. A few years 
later the commanding spire, whicn is such 
a prominent landmark in the district, was 
erected. 

During Mr. Gladstone's only visit to 
Ireland he was a guest at Kilruddery, and, 
noting the absence oí any bell, he gave 
Lord Meath £50 to rectify that defect. 
Lord and Lady Brabazon added £200, and 
in a short time funds were secured for the 
present fine peal of bells, which were hung 
in 1881. The tenor bell weighs almost 
29 cwt., and the total weight of the bells 
exceeds 113 cwt. 


Dictionaried Scots. 


I see that Sir Vrilliam Craigie is 
compiling a dictionary of the older 
Scottish tongue, carrying his work to the 
date 1700; while Mr. William Grant is 
editing a “Scottish National! Dictionary ”' 
of the language up to date. I understand 
that the call for material issued by these 
editors is not receiving a very enthusiastic 
response, which is curious in a nation 
like the Scottish, whose national pride js 
even more assertive than that of Irish- 
men. The compilers, in their researches, 
should not forget that Northern Ireland 
can supply them with a great dea) of 
pertinent matter. Many an old Stottish 
word and idiom that has worn out of use 
on the mainland, persists in the crofts 
and townlands of Ulster. But perhaps 
the men of the North will object to this 
practical evidence of consanguinity, and 
some Northern scholar will set to work to 
compile a dictionary of Northern Irish. 
I hope he will; for I can imagine nothing 
more delightful than a collection of the 
racy utterances of the inhabitants of the 
North-East corner; it would be a 
philological bonne bouche indeed.

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| National Drama for Scotland. 


1 see that Mr. William G. Fay has been 
advising a conference of amateur dramatic 
societies in Scotland that they should 
aspire towards the foundation of a 
distinctively national theatre and drama 
in Scotland. He pointed to the Abbey 
Theatre and the growth of Irish drama, 
by way of illustration and inspiration. 
No one better rcquainted with the 
beginnings of the Irish drama and theatre 
could have been found to advise on such 
a matter, as it was the two brothers 
William and Frank Fay, who actually 
founded the company from which the 
Abbey Theatre took its rise. 

Since he left the Abbey Theatre Mr. 
Fay has spent his time in producing plays, 
mainly in England. For some years he 
was producer at the Birmingham Repertory 
Theatre, where there still linger traces 
of his training, and more recently he has 
done considerable work in London. If the 
Scottish emateur societies can be inspired 
to such a great work, they can have no 
better guide and instructor than W. G. 
Fay.- 

A movement began in Edinburgh last 
year for the federation of amateur 
societies with such an object in view. 
Players and resources were to be pooled 
so that more worthy plays could be staged, 
and, apparently, the recent conference is 
one of the results of the movement. 
Already there is a group in Glasgow 
attempting to foster national drama in 
Scotland. and various companies of 
“Scottish Players” tour Scottish plays 
through Great Britain. One of these 
touring companies has also some slight 
connection with the Abbey Theatre, as it 
is under the direction of Mr. Andrew P. 
Wilson, who was for a time manager of 
the Abbey Theatre under the name of A. 
Patrick Wilson, author of the Jabour play,

A _ hard-hearted board of 
directors, however, would not accent 
Harris’s conditions but Tillett gallantly 
voted in the minority for the adoption of 
Hartis’s proposal.

It has been 
decided by the organisers to acquire at the 
first available opportunity some building 
which can be easily convertible into a 
small ‘theatre. The idea is not alone to 
encourage histrionic art, but also to give 
young playwrights the medium for the 
production of their plays. There is so 
little scope for the vast army of young 
playwrights—some of them, too, of marked 
ability—that it is felt this will help to 
banish the neglect under which they have 
suffered in the past.

Cheers greeted the reading of the telegram, 
— with cries of ‘* Withdraw.’’ 

r. Ben Tillett, M.P. (Chairman), said 
that a malignant and perverse statement had 
been made by one of the delegates. and he 
was very glad indeed to read the repudiation 
coming from a well-known trade union official 
and from a public man. 

A Delegate—The delegate who made the 
statement will, undoubtedly, apologise; Con- 
gross will give him that opportunity. 

Mr. F. Rowland (London)—I myself have 
also heen notified this morning of the state- 
ment I made yesterday. I wish unreservedly 
to» withdraw that  particuM&r statement 
and apologise for uttering it. I had incorrect 
information. 

The President congratulated Mr. Rowland 
upon his courage, and the incident closed. 

,, GREETINGS FROM AMERICA. 

"he President, introducing the fraternal 
delegates from America, produced again the 
large shillelagh with which he had been pre- 
sented. That, he said, was known in Ireland 
as “ the peaceful persuadér,’’ and he pro- 
duced it to show the contrast with the present 
method, particularly as one of the delegates 
from America was formerly from Ireland. 

Mr. W. J. Rooney, Sheet Metal Workers’ 
International Association, tendered greetings 
on behalf of his own union and also the 
American Foderation of Labour. He dealt at 
length with labour conditions in the United 
States, and emphasised some of the prohlems 
with which they had to deal, including the 
competition of convict. labour. They had 
proved in America that higher wages led to 
higher purchasing power, and more general 
prosperity. With regard to prohibition, he 
wished to warn them that it had not pro- 
duced a reduction in crime, for crime was 
never so prevalent as it had heen since the 
passing of the Volstead Act. 
homes were being ruined, and many were 
turned into small distilleries. The land was 
not so “dry " as many people thought. 

Mr. W. P. Clarke, American Flint Glass 
Workers’ Union, also joined in the greetings. 
He declared that the American Federation of 
Labour agreed with the views the Trade 
Union Congress in regard to the freedom of 
the seas, and they hoped that there would 
eventually be world-wide acceptance of those 
views. 

CANADIAN INDUSTRIES. 

Mr. J. W. Buckley, on behalf of the Trades 
and Labour Congress in Canada, joined in the 
greetings. He said that Canadian industries 
were largely financed by Ametican capital, 
and the exchange of commodities was larger 
with the United States than Great Britain; 
but, while this was so, as part of the Empire, 
they believed in self-government within the 
Empire. ‘There was a close link between 
American and Canadian Labour, and this, in 
his opinion, would tend to prevent world war. 
No body of workers rejoiced more in the 
success of the Labour Party in Great Britain 
than the workers in Canada. They realised 
the difficulties of the minority Government in 
Great Britain; but they had an example in 
one of the Canadian States of what could be 
done by a minority Labour Government, 
where, with the assistance of the Farmers’ 
Party, they had introduced a minimum wage 
for women workers, raised the school leaving 
age to 16, and passed a Widows Allowance 
Act. 

In Canada the Labour Party was not in 
favour of unlimited immigration into the 
country, in the interest of their own workers ; 
but they preferred emigrants from the British 
Isles who spoke their language, and were 
more easily assimilated and more likely to 
become members of their trade union move- 
ment. During the past ten years emigration 
into Canada from all sources was 1,379,975, 
while, on the other hand, emigration out of 
Canada, principally to the United States, was 
940,617. So they would see that they gained 
little im the wast ten years. They were told 
Canada could support two hundred mill.on 
people, but théy were finding it increasingly 
difficult to stpport nine million people. 

CONDITIONS IN INDIA. 

Mr. V. R. Kalappa, a delegate from the 
All India Trade Union Congress, was intro- 
duced by the President, Mr. Ben Tiliett, as 
the first delegate from India to the Congress. 
He that Mr. Kalappa was the “‘ first 
swallow of the summer,” and that the 
workers of India would take courage to their 
souls and organise themselves in a more per- 
fect manner.

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A BIG SOUTHERN 
INDUSTRY. 


WHAT MESSRS. HENRY 
FORD ARE DOING, 


-“ 


From Ovr Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Weinesday. 

A daily output apensecnnns, 150 tractors 
has now been attained at Messrs. Henry 
Ford and Son’s works here. Even this figure, 
however, scarcely indicates the full capacity 
of the factory, for many thousands of setvice 
parts are turned out daily for shipment to 
all parts of the world. . 

Close on 5,000 people are engaged in this, 
the largest individua a rege in the Irish 
‘Free State. When I visited the factory this 
afternoon, at the changing of one of the 
three eight-hour daily shifts, the scene 
almost baffled description. Thousands of 
workers were arriving and departing. Many 
of them were possessors of various models of 
new Fords, and hundreds of, them, on 
bicycles, nosed their way between less fortu- 
nate colleagues on foot. 

In contrast to the surrounding confusion 
were the regular lines of 500 motor tractors 
drawn up on the quayside, outside the gates 
of the factory, in readiness for shipment to 
the Baltic within the next few days, They 
will form the cargo of the specially designed 
vessel, Bernstein, which arrived at Cork this 
evening. This vessel is virtually a floating 
garage, and has been specially designed, with 
a series of half-decks sufficiently deep to 
accommodate a motor car or. tractor. It is 
similar in type to that used by the large 
motor manufacturing concerns of the world. 

Mr. E. L. Clarke, managing director of 
the Cork factory, who has completely re- 
covered from the injuries he received in a 
recent motor accident, has resumed duties. 
In the course of a conversation, he told of 
the advances made since the establishment 
of the Marina Works, as Mr. Henry Ford's 
world headquarters for the manufactvre of 
motor tractors. Since that time the entire 
tractor plant at Detroit has been ransferred 
to Cork, and machines manufactured here 
have been sent to all parts of the world, 
several cargoes having been sent even to the 
United States of America. In recent months 
the number of shipments has been steadily 
increasing, and Mr. Clarke holds out the 
hope that in the near future the firm's 
wharves will be continuously occupied by 
vessels engaged in the transport of tractors 
to every country in the old world and the 
new. ° 

Even with the present rate of output— 
‘which will be eubstantially increased as time 
goes on—the firm is in urgent need of in- 
creased accommodation for the vessels, and 
the work has been begun of extending the 
wharf by 300 feet, together with the deepen- 
ing of the river at this point, to meet the 
requirements of the ships.

SCENE AT DUNDALK 
MEETING. 

Lively exchanges and threats by one mem 
ber to punch a brother councillor’s head 
marked the meeting of the Dundalk Urban

At the meeting Mr. Mathew Comerford, 
0.B.E., who has been Town Clerk for the 
past thirty-three years, resigned, and asked 
that the Council should grant him the full 
pension to which his years’ of service en- 
titled him. 

Tributes were paid by some of the members 
to the manner in which Mr. Comerford had 
discharged his duties, and a proposal was 
made that the question of his superannuation 
should be referred to a future meeting. 

Mr. Corrigan complained that the Council 
was being kept in the dark as to the result 
of the appeal made by the Town Clerk and 
Accountant on surcharges made by a Govern. 
ment auditor, and proposed that a deputation 
should be sent to Dublin to expedite the 
appeal. . 

fr. Thomas Gosling described the pro- 
posal as in very bad taste and a poor re- 
compense to Mr, Comerford after a Jifetime's 
service. The matter in respect of which there 
had been a surcharge had resulted in a rate 
collector being sent to jail for two years, 
and surely that satisfied the law.

A 
special pension usually represents a third of 
the officer's pay, 

Police Constable Self was found lying on 
the pavement at The Parade, Golders Green, 
on the night of August 23, sufféring from in- 
juries to the head, and died two hours ‘ater 


in hospital without having recovered con- 


sciousness, A man named Harry Holmann, 
of Becontree, Essex, was remanded by the 
Hendon Bench on August 29 on the charge of 
causing the death of Constable Self.

When George Dean (29), described as a 
traveller, with an address at Waterloo road, 
London. was charged at Mortlake yesterday 
with stealing, by means of a trick, a motor 
car, house-breaking at East Sheen and Pad- 
dington, and obtaining £5 by means of a 
worthless cheque. . 

Mr. Francis Peregrine, who prosecuted, 
said :—‘‘This man has a double profession— 
the first and most important is that of a 
burglar, and his covering and subsidiary pro- 
fession is that of a bogus doctor.” Since 
June many burglaries had occurred in the 
district, said Mr. Peregrine, and the police 
were puzzled, because they were done so 
cleverly, and no clues left. 

* But, in the same way that the work of 
a master painter can be recognised by ap 
art dealer, so the work of a master burglar 
can be recognised by police officers. 

FINGER PRINTS. 

“A young police officer, Detective Pink. 
attached to Barnes Police Station, was sent 
to a house at East Sheen which had been 
broken into, and after a careful examination. 
he found faint finger prints on a window 
sash. The sash was taken to Scotiand 
Yard, where the impressions were fourd to 
he identical with the finger prints of Dean.”’ 

Dean—‘‘ I wish you would cut out this 
Edgar Wallace business and get down to 
plain facts.” 

Mr. Peregrine, continuing, said that when 
Dean was arrested he had a young woman 
with him, but the police did not suggest 
that she knew anything about his affairs. 
She was a highly respectable girl, and be- 
came so horrified and shocked at Dean's 
arrest that she fainted. ‘‘ The bogus doc- 
tor,” said Mr. Feregrine, “played his part 
and immediately took a stethoscope from 
his pocket and placed it on the woman's 
chest, saying: ‘You have made a big mis- 
take, 1 am Dr. Morgan.’ 

“Dean's arrest was an example of the 
peculiar shrewdness and zeal on the part of 
the police. They examined the man's rooms, 
and found the photograph of a young woman. 
In a waste paper basket were some scraps of 
writing, which they pieced together, and 
came to the conclusion that the letter might 
by chance concern a waitress. Dozens of 
restagrants were searched, and the police 
succeeded in tracing a woman who gave them 
valuable information.”’

MOSCOW, Wednesday. 

The official Tass Agency ststes that trains 
with Soviet prisoners arrive in Harbin daily 
from various stations on the Chinese Eastern 
Railway. Throughout the trip the carriage 
doors ave closed, and shouts of “water “ are 
heard; but the doors are not opened. 

Thousands of children are im a 
desperate plight, being compelled to accom 
puny their parents, or remain without food 
and shelter. Thousands of workers’ homes 
along the railway are deserted, and have 
mostly been pillaged. 

The Chinese authgrities, states the Russian 
official agency, want the total annihilation of 
the Soviet colony. 

There have been mass arrests of Soviel 
citizens, who are being confined in concentra 
lion camps. Among the prisoners are ó( 
vailway employés. engineers and book-keepers 
The Chinese authorities declare openly that 
the new arrests are of a political character. 

According to the Russian Agency, foreign 
circles in Harbin declare that the local 
Chinese authorities are persecuting Soviet 
citizens because they realise that the officia! 
proposals of Nanking to the Soviet Govern 
ment imply their complete disavowa!, and 
they, therefore, are venting their wrath upon 
the Soviet citizens.

THE DANGER OF EARLY 
INFECTION. 

In an article on ‘ Tuberculosis a Child 
ren,” by Dr. William G,. Savage, County 
Medical Officer of Health, Somerset, written 
for the British Central Council for Health 
Education, he says :— 

‘The more one studies 
more important does the 
disease in childhood appear. This may seem 
strange to many people, because it is well 
known that not many persons actually 
develop tuberculosis in. childhood. For very 
many years we have kept returns of the 
school children as regards this point, and 
the facts show that less than one-third per 
cent. of the children at the public elementary 
schools suffer from definite tuberculosis. 

‘* Unfortunately this is not the whole ques- 
tion. We have to distinguish between what 
we may. speak of as being infected with 
tuberculosis and between a  cendition in 
which the doctor can find signs of it or the 
patient becomes ill.

| The Dignity of Dublin. . 
| Dublin’s “Civic Week” ‘will’ be 
inaugurated on Saturday. In the official 
handbook .we find evidence that the dignity 
of Dublin. has not passed wholly from 
remembrance. The beautiful printing 
alone does honour to Dublin, and shows 
that the craft of fine book production, in 
which once Dublin could make as fair a 
show as Edinburgh, lives still ia the Irish 
capital. The.decoration of the pages takes 
its-symbo]s from the city’s fabric. Noble 
Georgian vistas and pillared doorways, 
the serene lines of the Custom House and 
the sculptured emblems of the rivers of 
Ireland, Leinster House and the monu- 
ments and statues that commemorate the 
dead—these give glimpses of a city that 
was gracious among cities when they were 
reared. To-day, if : 
The weak lay hands on what: the strong 


hath done, 
And that is tumbled that was lifted high, 


it still is consoling to know that the 
dignity of the older Dublin lingers in the 
memory of artists. Men will watch care- 
fully during the celebration of Civic Week 
for tokens that the rulers of the city and 
of the State also cherish a regard for thé 
ancient city. Old Dublin was noble 
because ‘noble minds ‘planned its great 
streets and. its mansions. .The absence of 
such minds ftom the. counsels of its 
governance to-day makes the 
desecration of its most graceful views and 
the threat of»the buildér to its. pleasant 
squares. 

We would take’ fresh hope 
could. believe that the essay, “ Town- 
Planning in Dublin,”. in. the official hand- 
book,.. expressed ‘the views. oí those 
who have charge of the: city’s fortunes. 
The author, Mr-;»Manning ' Robertson, 
M.R.1.A.1., quotes the warning, .to which 
Professor R. M. Butler gave form: in the 
handbook’ of 1927, of the imp®riding 
dévelopment of “ublin: into, the likehess 
of “a third-rate manufacturing town.” 
In the two years since Professor Butler 
wtote nothing has beén done 'to check 
that: tendency. Numbers, of ill-planned 
new streéts have sprung into being; the 
foundations of new slums haye been laid ; 
eyesores have marréd handsome views, 
al green places have been oblitérated. 
Dublin’s second Civic Week dawns imme- 
after that, 
while the city’s boundaries are about to 
be enlarged, the town-planning portion ol 
the Greater Dublin Committee's 
mendations is to be left over for con- 
sideration at some undetermined future 
date.

In the salvation of Greater Dublin, as Mr. 
Robertson truly says, “one of the primary 
necessities is the acquisition of 1 nd, for 
open spaces on the outskirts before the 
cost of land has run up f. a. prohibitive 
figure.” To-day it would be possible to 
ensure a green belt around. the present 
urban area and the relegation of new 
building to sites farther afield. This boon 
undoubtedly would be achieved if Dublin 
were ruled by men of vision like those who 
appointed the Wide Streets Commissioners 
of former times.

The cricket season in England now is 
officially at an end, and a keen fight for 
the County Championship has given 
victory to Nottinghamshire, after a period 
of twenty-two years. It has been an in- 
teresting season, and for several weeks the 
result of the Championship was in doubt. 
Lancashire, Yorkshire, Gloucester, and 
even ‘Derbyshire, seemed on several 
occasions to have the prize within their 
grasp; but when the competition reached 
a critical stage Nottinghamshire adapted 
bold tactics, with the result that Mr. A. 
W. Carr and his stalwarts headed the 
tablé. Mr. Carr, who captained England 
against South Africa, is one of the most 
striking. personalities in county cricket. 
He has had a fine team this year. His 
howlers—Larwood, Barratt, Voce and the 
two Staples—have upset the finest batting 
sides. and the steadiness of bis batsmen 


| has brought its due reward. One of the 


most. interesting features of . the cricket 
season has been the triumph. of. the 
veterans. Once again J. B.-Hobbs heads 
the batting averages. Sutcliffe, Mead and 
Woolley also are highon the list, and the 
jast-nameéd has joined the select few who 
have scored one hundred centuries. All 
these. players are comparatively old, but 
they remain. the leaders of the yame, and 
théir skill Shows no sign of diminution. 
That wondérful cricketer, Wilfred Rhodes, 
oft Yorksbire, who was playing for Eng- 
land when many of us were in our cradles, 
is as active and as successful as ever he 
was, and, if an English Eleven should be 
chosen to-morrow, he could not be over- 
looked. The post-war generation has pro- 
duced some fine cricketers, but they 
seem to lack “the stamina of the older 
men. Two men who Were on the Notting: 
hamshire team that won the Championship 
twenty-two years ago are still playing 
regularly for their county.

VISIT TO KING AND QUEEN. 


The. Prince of Wales tlew from Hendon to

FAMOUS AIRMAN’S ESTIMATE. 


It may be pointed out, however, that 
Sir Alan Cobham, who visited Cork some 
months ago, and on that occasion made a 
survey of the port, estimated that only 
£2,000 would be required for the purpose. 
If a successful scheine can be formulated 
within the region of that figure, the 
support of all the members of the Board 
would be assured particularly in view of 
the optamism of the engineer regarding the 
project. 
In the course of a conversation I had 
with him to-day, Mr. Price declared that 
the geographical position of Cork gave it a 
vast superiority over other ports as a 
calling station for trans-Atlantic liners.

GOOD “ TAKING-OFF '' AREA. 


Mr. Price has reviewed the potentiali- 
ties of an aircraft station scheme at con- 
siderable length, and in the course of his 
report he points out that one of the most 
important requirements is the ‘‘ taking- 
off ” water area, a large sheltered water 
surface, freé from obstruction and strong 
currents. Such an area is provided at the 
East Channel buoy,. on the east side of the 
man-of-war anchorage at Queenstown. 
At ‘this point a circle of six thousand 
feet diameter allows for ‘taking-off in any 
direction of wind, while in severa} direc- 
tions runs of two miles are available. The 
currents over this area are moderate, 
being not more than one knot. 

A substantial area of land and fore- 
shore is necessary to provide hauling up 
slips with hangars, workshops and 
Customs offices attached, and these are 
available on a site at White Point near 
the concrete landing place constructed 
during-the war “íor a similar purpose by 
the United. States Navy. Only about one 
acre of land would be required with 
adjoining foreshore; for the slip and 
transport facilities ‘can be easily arranged 
adjacent to the.railway premises. 

The additional facilities required by the 
Ministry,’ Mr. Price states, can be pro- 
vided as follows :— i 

(1)-Petról and oil supplies by a small 
tanker from Cork, pumping ashore into 
store tanks near the hangars. 

(2) Water supplies from Urban Council 
mains. 

(ó) Facilities for repairs 
should be attached to hangars. 
(4) Office accommodation would naturally 
be part of outfit, 

(5) First-aid facilities can be provided. 
The Harbour Engineer goes on to point 
out that the suggestion should be sub- 
mitted to Government experts. before any 
work is undertaken, and to outline the 
technical requirements to be filled for 
daylight and night air services. 

A twin-screw decked motor boat would 
also be required to convey passengers and

THE TRIAL OF CRIMINALS.

J KRUSALEM, Wednesday. 

The following proclamation has been 
issued by the High Commissioner :— 
“I yesterday enacted as a measure of 
public security a Courts Amendment 
Ordinance to provide that courts of trial 
in criminal cases arising from the recent 
disturbances shal] be composed of British 
judges. Representations have been made 
to me Which point to the belief in the 
minds of certain people that the trial of 
persons charged with criminal acts will Le 
confined to one section of the population. 
‘This belief incorrectly interprets: the 
intentions of the Government, which are 
that some crimes of various descriptions 
are known to have been perpetrated both 
by Arabs and Jews.

Moreover, though the Nanking Govern- 
ment has extended its power over a far 
larger area than thé four provinces 
which first obeyed it, it is too early to say 
that its power is firmly established. - Even 
in the regions most firmly held by the 
Government of Marshal Chiang Kai-shek, 
numerous incidents have shown that the 
independence of the Chinese Courts is still 
an unrealised ideal. The British Note, 
indeed, expresses a very general complaint 
of Chinese and foreigners when it refers 
to the existence of groups who set ur 
“arbitrary and illegal teibusala”—such 
as the boycott committees which spring up 
so swiftly in China—or seek to further 
their political aims by exercising pressure 
upon the judges. 

And there is another factor inspiring 
prudence in concession. Mr, C. T. Wang 
assumed, in his Note, that China was 
unified or nearing unification, but is 
that assumption justified by the facts? Is 
there no danger to foreign interests from 
the military chiefs of the North? It can 
hardly be supposed that they are now so 
tamed as to be unable to deflect the course 
of justice in their strongholds. 

The favourable experience of the subjects 
of these foreign Powers which have 
surrendered their extra-territorial rights 
was cited by the Chinese Foreign Minister 
in support of his plea. His Note was 
presented last April. Since then Soviet 
Russia, which is one of these Powers, has 
been on the brink of war with China 
over a question of property rights in 
Manchuria, and it is notorious that the 
quarrel has been prolonged and compli- 
cated by the unwillingness .of the local 
Manchurian commanders to comply with 
the wishes of Nanking. The British Note 
naturally dees not mention this subject, 
but its contention that the immediate 
abrogation of extra-territoriality would be 
‘disadvantageous to the interests of British 
merchants, and. “might. involve the 
Covernment and people of China in poll- 
tical and economic difficulties,”’ is fully 
borne out by recent events in Northern 
China.

Duties on wool by-products are, 
therefore, levied in accordance with thei 
replacement values, and not according tv 
their relative values.”’

U.S. TARIFF. 


STRONG PROTESTS. 
The Times Wellington (N.Z.) Corre 


spondent telegraphed yesterday <—The pro- 
posed increases in the United States tariff 
were the subject of strong protests in the 
House of Representatives to-day. Mr. Coates, 
the Leader of the Upposition, said that New 
Zealand’s ‘trade balance with the United 
States had improved, but the proportion was 
still two to one in favour of the Umited 
States, owing to the large imports of motor 
cars, petrol and accessories. When exports 
of butter, hides, wool and beef to the United 
States were increasing the United States 
Government proposed to increase the duties. 
Lhe country could not contiuue buying 
from the United States and having the 
United States market blocked against her. 
Continuous negotiation Between New Zealand 
and other countries might ultimately induce 
Americans to see that the matter was im- 
portant to them, since-New Zealand bought 
goods to the value of 28,000,000 from the 
United States, and sold only £4,000,000 
worth. Bá 
Sir Joseph Ward, the Prime Minister, said 
that he had been watching developments 
Closely. He was bound to say that the 
United States was going to extremes in pro- 
tection. The United States was a self-con- 
tained community, but she had an exportable 
surplus. The tariff was becoming nearly 
prohibitive to New Zealand goods, and, al- 
though New Zealani was a small country, 
the time was arriving when New Zealanders 
must pay particular attention to increases and 
adjust their own tariff accordingly.

At the second sitting of the Court of 
Inquiry into the cause of the Dublin 


Tramways dispute, Mr. Marshall 
Harriss, the manager, stated that he 
considered that way-leaves were 
iliegal. 

He said that when the company was 


applying for its bill a clause about 
way-leaves slipped into the bill, and 
nobody noticed it. 

Mr. Harriss was questioned with regard 
to the growth of the 'bus traffic. He 
denied that the Tramways Company 
did not put ‘buses on certain areas 
until after rival companies had 
started. 


The Court of Inquiry set up under the 
Industrial Court Act to iyvestigate the 
causes and circumstances of the Dublin 
Tramway dispute resumed its sittings im 
the City Hall yesterday morning, when 
Mr. George Marshall Harriss, General 
Manager of the Tramways Company, was 
further cross-examined on the evidence 
given by him on the previous day. 

Mr. Harris: said that Mr. Casey had 
referred on the previous day to the Tram- 
way Company's figures of the cost of 
operation as being lower than those of any 
other such company, and Mr. Clay in- 
ferred—if he was not misrepresenting him 
—that the Tramway Coinpany was paying 
their men less, or were not paying enough 
wages. In the cost of management they 
compared most favourably with any other 
company. and were nearly as low as any, 
but, in the question of traffic costs, that 
was where the money went out. They were 
suffering from the high traffic costs. Their 
friends on the other side could manage to 
keep their traffic costs much lower. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wood, K.C.. he 
said that they had to try to meet the diff- 
culty some way. He estimate! that the 10 
per cent. reduction proposed would 
amount to about £22,000. 

Mr. Wood—In respect to the present 
position, your complaint is you are able 
to pay only a 4 per cent. dividend? Yes. 

What do you think your company should 
reasonably pay? It should be about 10 to 
15 per cent. (Laughter.) 

And I take it, it is because you cannot 
pay 15 per cent. you are seeking a reduc- 
tion of the wages of the men? No; we 
cannot pay any if we do not get a 


reduction. 
DIVIDENDS PAID. 

In reply to further questions, Mr. 
Harriss said that last vear thes company 
paid 4 per cent., and the previous year 
4, per cent. The average dividend from 
1897 to 1928 was 54 per cent. 

Witness was cross-examined regarding 
the amounts put to reserve and the sums 
spent each year on the maintenance of the 
permanent way and in other ways, and 
said that Wien the Tramway Company 


got power to run ‘buses they paid for 
their ‘buses out of reserve. The company 
had paid for the ‘buses and for the 
purchase of the Luean trams without 


raising any special capital for them. 

Mr. W ood— 'The 4 per cent. yon paid 
last year was paid not only on the old 
lines. but also on the Lucan trams and on 
the *buses?

Mr. Kingsmill Moore rose to 
examine Mr. Harriss, and 

Mr. FitzGibbon; K.C.; objected on the 
grounds that he had no status, as the 
Inquiry was concerned with the causes of 
the dispute. It might be that the position 
of the company had been affected. by the 
opposition “bus companies, but he sub- 
mitted that the competitors of the com- 
pany were not entitled to come there 
and examine Mr. Harriss on the position 
and accounts of the company. 

The Court over-ruled the objection. 

Mr. Moore said that he appeared for the 
"Bus Owners’ Association. The Court was 
inquiring into the causes and consequences out 
of which the present situation had arisen, and 
it was pactally obvious that the "Bus Owners’ 
Association was concerned. There was run- 
ning through the whole case the suggestion 
that the Tramways Company would not pay 
their men because of the reckless and uncon. 
trolled competition of the ‘buses. The case 
also had been made that the Tramways Com- 
pany was being unfairly penalised as compared 
with "buses because they had to pay way- 
leaves, rates, licenses, ett., and the case was 
made that those charges should be taken off. 
That course, he suggested, would give them a 
distinct “advantage. So far from being un- 
fairly “handicapped, counsel said that the 
Tramways Company paid only £3 18s, per 
vear per tram seat, while the ‘buses paid £5. 
He was prepared to submit a constructive 
proposal, whereby the trams would profit, the 
"buses would profit, the men’s wages would 
not be reduced, and the public would not be 
inconvenienced. (Laughter.) 

TAX-PER-SEAT COMPARISON. 

Mr. Moore proceeded to examine Mr. 
Harriss on the figures submitted at the com: 
pany’s annual meeting in 1928. According to 
these. the company had to pay £87,000 in 
way-leave, rates, licenses, etc. The total 
number of tramcars in stock was 526. 

Mr. Harriss said that about 25 per cent. of 
these were held in reserve. 

Mr. Moore—On the calculation of 326 cars 
and a seating capacity of 70 seats per iram, 
it works out that you pay a tax of £3 16s. for 
each seat’—I do not agree with that at all. I 
do not know how you work it out. All the 
trams were not running. The number on the 
streets was 210. 

Mr. Moore said that the ‘bus owners had 
also to keep “buses in reserv@ and had to pav 
tax on these; and, to his mind, it was only 
fair that in working out his calculation he 
should take all the trams, whether on the 
road or in reserve. 

Mr. Harriss said that he could not agree; 
the positions were difierent. What the com- 
pany paid was not merely a tax. If seating 
were taxed they would not maintain such ‘a 
large number of cars in reserve. It weuld be 
unjust to tax the trams at the rate of £5 per 
seat, hecause ‘the company would be running 
a vehicle that was doing no injury to the 
roads. 

Mr. Moore asked would it be right to say 
that ever sinee the ‘buses began, the com- 
pany’s studied policy had been not to supply 
the public with ‘buses, but whenever a line 
was started to go there and kill that line’ 

Mr. Harriss said that that was quite wrong.

Practically all the tramway 
undertakings which he referred to, and in 
which. the higher grades of pay were operat- 
ing, were municipally owned. 

The witness was next examined on a 
schedule comparing wages paid by the Great 
Southern Railways Company with those paid 
by the Dublin United Tramways Company, 
which went to show that in the majority of 
cases the rates paid by the Tramway Com- 
pany were higher than those paid by the 
railways company for similar classes of work. 

Witness went on to explain that he had 
obtained these figures from the statement 
handed in by the National Union of Railway- 
men 

‘BUS COMPETITION, 

Dealing with another schedule, he said 
that he thought the statement contained in 
it spoke for itself. It showed quite clearly 
that there should be an increase in traffic, 
because there was no doubt whatever that 
there were more persons travelling. In fact, 
Statistics from the Jrish Trade Journa! 
showed that in 1926 the total passengers 
carried, including 34 millions on the "buses. 
were 98 millions in round figures. In 1927 
the tramway passengers were down: from 94 
to 91 millions, and the "bus figures had gone 
up from ó; millions to nearly 8 millions. In 
1927 the other ‘buses carriéd one million. 
and in 1928 the tramway had fallen to right 
nnder 90 millions. The "buses had risen. from 
73 millens to just over 11 millions. The 
outside "huses had risen from one million to 
123 millions. 

The ‘number oí passengers so carried in 
1928 ‘showed that the competition wa’ rapidly 
increasing against the company. There was 
no doubt about that. .There was a steady 
decline in.the number of passengers carried 
by the tramway; ‘and even with that more 
miles had to be run. : 

Mr. FitzGibbon--Can you express any 
opinion. that the 1928 figures. ind‘cated that it 
required action on the part of the diréctors ” 

Witness—Yes. I think the board of direc- 
tors would be bound to take serious note of 
the figures. 

Would they have been jastified in sitting 
down and waiting for another year before 
giving it that serious consideration ? 

Witness—I do not think so. 

And you think that the figures for the first 
half-vear-of 1929 justified the appreheusion of 
the directors as to the serious. outlook ’—I 
think it more than justified them. 

Are you able to say that the directors had 
sufficient sinister indications before them to 
take a gloomy view of the position ?—I think 
they were quite justified in holding such. a 
view, and the figures for the half year of 
1929 bore that out, 

THE 1913 STRIKE. 
Mr. 


Ihe witness was cruss-examined by 
Clay regarding figures shown in some of his 


tables, and suid that he would be surprised 


to hear that there was no union of tramway 


men betore 1918. In 1913 there was a biy 
tramway, strike, doubtless caused to some 
extent, by the action of the union headed 
by Mr. Lakin. He thought it was correct 


lo say that in 1914 the ‘tramway Company 
me.) were in the union. He said that he did 


not think that a rate of 3ls. a week for 
motor-men in 1914 was particularly low. The 
overhead linesmen appeared to have only 


reasonable rates. Questioned about belidays 
he said that he thought that the mew got 
five days holiday, plus general holidays,. but 
that was subject to corgection. 

Mr. Clay—I think you will find it needs 
correction. 

The witness, in reply to further questions, 
said that he did not see why the wages of 
groups, such as those in the Gas Company 
and in the Corporation, should have been 
brought in. He did not think there was 
the slightest analogy between them and the 
Tramway Company's wages.

Witness said he understood £22,000. He 
accounted for about 1,547 employés, but that 
wns not quite all the men out on strike 
There were 1,603 altogether.

Witness suid that he understood that there 
were other inen. There were 2.236 employes. 
and 1,603 were affected by the strike, but 
there were 404 other men whose services 
had to be dispensed with on account of the 
strike.

PARIS, Wednesday. 

The potice still have no news of Mr. Edgar 
Wigget, the husband of the Englishwoman 
who was found dead in her room at an hotel 
near the St. Lazare Station yesterday. 

It is thought that as he left the hotel, 
which is very close to the St. Lazare Station, 
about 8 o'clock in the morning, many hours 
before the death oí his wife was discovered, 
he probabiy took the train for England, which 
leaves the St. Lazare Station at 10.36 a.m. 
it would even have been possible for him to 
catch the 8.25 a.m. train from the Gare du 
Nord. 

Not the least melodramatic feature of the 
tragedy is the discovery of a bundle of some 
thirty letters alleged to have been written 
to Mrs. Wigget by a man who is supposed 
to have. been the cause of the affair. The 
letters which contain such adjectives as 
‘‘ delicious,’’ ‘‘ delectable,’’ ‘‘ demure,’’ and 
‘‘dancing eyes, have been translated, but 
they throw no new light on the situation. 

In the letter written by Mr. Wigget to the 
police it is alleged that the name of a man 
living in London is mentioned as Mrs. 
Wigget’s lover. ‘The signature of the letters 
in the packet, however, is alleged to be not 
the same, 

A BRIDE OF THREE WEEKS. 

Inquiries in London last night lead to the 
belief that the death of Mrs. Irma Wigget in 
a Paris hotel was the seguel to a “ love 
triancle.’’ Mrs. Wigget, who was 26, was 
found in bed shot through the head, and the 
French .police have issued a warrant for the 
arrest of her husband, Mr. Edgar Wigget, who 
is 62. The marriage apparently took place 
about three weeks ago. 

Mrs. Wicget. whose maiden name was 
Green, had been employed at a tobacco stall 
at Victoria Station. London. Until a fort- 
nicht ago she and her mother. Mrs. Mirian 
Green lived in lodgings in South Lambeth 
road, London. Mr. Wigget was a constant 
visitor to the stall. 

A CALLER AT THE KIOSK. 

A girl at the stall described Mrs. Wigget 
as very quiet and reticent. ‘She did not 
confide in me,” she said; ‘‘ in fact, I do not 


think that she would confide in anyone. She 
was a most reserved girl. A younger man 
than Mr. Wigget, aged about thirty, was 
another caller at the kiosk when she was 


He was often talking to her, but after 


, 


here. 
she left he came here only once.’ 

Mrs. Johnson, of Dorking road, Tunbridge 
Wells, aunt of Mrs. Wigget, stated last night 
that her niece went to Paris to be married 
to Mr. Wigget. 

‘The first we heard of her terrible death 
was from the newspapers this morning. She 
was a fajr-haired, blue-eyed, and very attrac- 
tive girl. She had known Mr. Wigget for 
about six vears. They always seemed to me 
to be very fond of each other. 

“Mr, Wigget was for some time a solici- 
tor’s clerk, but not long ago he left that job 
for another, the nature of which I do not 
know. I see it has been suggested that the 
cause of the tragedy was jealousy. My 
niece was certainly not the kind of girl to

The whole accord is to be definitely linked 
to the Kellogg Pact, and to assume naval 
co-operation, not naval antagonism, parity or 
equality to be applicable to every class oi 
vessel. Reduction of naval strength, and rot 
merely its limitation. Progressive reduction 
over a period of years to be effected by the 
non-replacement of obsolete vessels: — pro- 
longation of the active life of all war ships ; 
a total tonnage limitation for destroyers and 
submarines; application of the “ yardstick “' 
to cruisers only; the defin'te relegation of 
small cruisers to a ‘‘ police ” which 
will not be computed in naval strength, o 
not, at any vate, by the same measurements 
as of the large cruisers. 

[t stands to reason that the three »- ints 
of which Mr. Maedonald spoke as 
outstanding are likely to he 
those about which it is most 
cult’ and most important to 
agreement. Complete official ieticence is 
maintained in regard to them, but each 
person can work out the problems remaining 
after the settlement of those euumerated 
above according to his own ingenuity. There 
is still no indication how an adequate number 
of British cruisers cau be maintained for the 
patrolling of trade routes without an increase 
in the present American cruiser strength it 
parity by category has got to be established.

OF MILK. 

That the present namings of the standards 
of milk, were utterly misleading the public 
was declared by veteripary surgeons in a dis- 
cussion last night at the Nationa] Veterinary 
Medical Association Conference at Ayr. A 
resolution was passed recommending tha 
instead of the present labellings there be 


three. grades of “a: :—1, Milk.from cows 
which have passed the tubercular test; 2, 
milk from other cows, and, 3, pasteurised 
milk. Jt was left to the Council of the Asso- 


ciation to cohsider what wording to advise 
for the labels. 

Several speakers declared that the people 
believed Grade ‘‘A’’ milk to be the best 
obtainable, whereas it was really the third 
grade, and was not guaranteed to be from 
animals free from tuberculosis 

Mr. A. Dixon, of Leeds, confessed he 
was ' getting tired of coaxing farmers to he 
clean. Local authorities should have power 
to throw down the drain milk which does not 
conform to a proper standard as to bacterial 
content."’ It is high time that the licensing 
of graded farms should be removed from the 
bureaucracy of Whitehall to the county 
authorities, who are in closer touch with the 
farmers.”’

DUMMY CONTROLS > 
TEMPERATURE.

WATFORD BUILDING 
RESEARCH STATION. 


—— 
THERMAL CAPACITY OF 
DIFFERENT MATERIALS 

———— 


In the Building Research Station at 
Garston, near Watford, a dummy man, 
fashioned by the Government’s housing 
experts, is being made the victim of extreme 
vicissitudes of temperature. 

This dummy, which is being submitted to 
tests to discover how the occupant of a 
room is affected by changes of temperature, 
is more susceptible to draughts and chills 
than any human being. body is a 
copper cylinder, and _ delicate recording 
instruments form the limbs; the response 
of the mechanism is employed as an 
automatic control of the heating arrange- 
ments of the building. By a clever device 
the dummy is on to operate electric 
heaters by means of special relays, controlled 
by automatic mercury switches, 

' INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS. 

The dummy is one of the leading. figures 
in experiments which promise to be of great 
value from the point of view of economy 
of building houses and increasing the comfort 
of tenants. Up to the present there has 
been little accurate scientific knowledge on 
such questious as the effect of sunshine on a 
roof, different methods of warming a room, 
flow of air through an outside wall, and the 


effect of flues and wall ventilators on 
ventilation. 
With the object of obtaining reliable 


scientific data on these and kindred subjects 
in experimental house has been erected in the 
grounds at Garston. Exact observations cat 
be made in conditions closely resembling 
those of the interior of a small semi-detache:l 
house. There are four rooms, and on three 
sides the walls can be removed, for they are 
fitted into a steel constructional frame. The 
walls at the present time are made of brick, 
set in lime mortar, but later they wil! be 
constructed of concrete, wood, and ; ossibly 
of steel. 
WOOD-PANELLED ROOMS. 

The question is sometimes asked: ‘‘ What 
is the best kind of breakfast room where it is 
possible to feel warm on a frosty day?” 

At the Building Research Station this sub- 
ject has been considered mathematically. It 
has been definitely proved that’ wood-panel- 
ling on a room used at breakfast, or other 
insulation of low thermal capacity, so reduces 
the rate at which brick walls are warmed 
that, given the necessary heat, a wood wall 
affording the same insulation as a brick wall 
is warmed in ten minutes. A _ brick wall 
takes six hours to reach the same tempera- 
ture. 

It has also been discovered why an out- 
side wall is much chillier than an inside. 
The reason is that, even on a calm day, when 
the breeze is slight, air steadily flows through 
a Yin. brick wall.. For winds of fifteen miles 
per hour. air. flows per square foot per hour 
the extent of 8.5 cubic inches. 


EVACUATION OF THE 
RHINE.

BRITISH PROGRAMME.

WIESBADEN, Wednesday. 

The British Military Headquarters have 
infotmed the German authorities of the 
programme of evacuation of the second 
zone of the Rhineland, according to which 
the first detachment will leave on Sept- 
ember 14, and the evacuation will be com- 
pleted by December 13. 


The spas of Koenigstein and Bad 
Schwalbach will be free from foreign 


troops by September 28, the evacuation 
beginning on September 16 and September 
17 respectively. 

Artillery and hussar detachments at 
Wiesbaden-Biebrich and W iesbaden- 
Schierstein will begin the evacuation on 
September 29, while the withdrawal of the 
first men of the second and third: batta- 
lions quartered at Wiesbaden is scheduled 
to start on October 9 and November 14 
respectively. 

The evacuation of Bingen is fixed to 
begin on November 14, with the with- 
drawal of the telegraph detachment, and 
the evacuation of Wiesbaden-Dotzheim 
will begin on November 30. The few 
units left at Wiesvaden and Wiesbaden- 
Schierstein will leave for home on 
December 7. 


MISSING AIR LINER.

DRIVER RETURWED FOR 
TRIAL. 


' At Nenagh District Court on Tuesday,

There was 
a wound three inches from the right ear 
which was two inches long and half an 
inch wide, from which skin and flesh were 
missing. There were wounds one inch long 
directly under the right eye, and th¥ee- 
uarters of an inch long over the same eye. 

he right collar bone was badly broken and 
driven in on the chest. The left collar 
bone was also broken, but was not dis- 
placed. There were multiple superficial 
wounds on the left forearm, both legs, face 
and right shoulder. Death must have been 
instantaneous. 

After the depositions of several witnesses 
being taken, which occupied the Court up 
to 5.50 o'clock, the accused was returned for 
trial on bail to next Nenagh Circuit Court.
